The Department of Public Enterprises 
(DPE) was created in the month of January 1991 
in order to supervise and to extend required advice 
for better management and control of the functional 
areas such as finance, Capital investment, 
organisation etc., in respect of PS.Es. of the state. 
Now, this Department is Serving 36 PSEs in the 
state. According to latest information available, out 
of 22 PSEs 11 PSEs have earned profit of 
Rs.107.21 crore during the financial year 1996-97, 


In order to improve the performance of the 
PSEs, review meetings are taken by this 
Department and advice is being given to PSEs to 
prepare Annual Action Plan. They are also being 
instructed to provide information on their 


achievement of targets prescribed for them in the 
plan. 


With the initiation of this Department, the 
State Government is signing MoUs with PSEs to 
improve the performance of PSEs. A High Power 
Committee was constituted under the 
Chairmanship of Commissioner-Cum-Secretary 
vide Office Order No.3463 dt.11.09.1 995. The other 
members of the Committee are Principal Secretary, 
Finance, Secretary of the concern Administrative 
Department, Special Secretary, Planning and 
Coordination Department and the Director-cum- 
Additional Secretary is acting as the Convenor, 


PSEs are required to maintain their 
accounts in accordance with the Provisions of 
Indian Companies Act in the Prescribed manner, 
In order to sort out the problems and expedite the 
audit of accounts this Department convenes 
meetings in association with the Accountant 
General (Audit-Il) regularly.

The present Government after coming to 
power in 1995 has left no stone unturned in 
prioritising certain important sectors for the all 
round development of the State. It has been taking 
effective and sustainable measures in the field of 
irrigation and particularly in executing various major 
and minor irrigation projects. The Government have 
definitely made a dent in creating greater irrigation 
potential. Soon after taking over the reins of 
administration, it found that some major and minor 
irrigation projects though completed earlier, were 
languishing because of lack of maintenance. A few 
other projects (both major and minor) too, despite 
completion of initial plans and projects were not 
coming up because of severe funds crunch. 


The present Government had to take up 
two schemes, the Water Resource Consolidation 
Programme (WRCP) and Dam Safety and 
Rehabilitation Programme (DSARP) with loan 
assistance from the World Bank. With the loan 
assistance from NABARD, the Government have 
to expedite execution of some old and new major 
and minor irrigation projects.

In keeping with the Constitutional 
obligations under the Provisions of Article 46, the 
Welfare Department is in charge of implementation 
of multi-pronged development Programmes and 
enactment of stringent regulatory legislations for 
the socio-economic development and protection 
of S.T.s and S.C.s. who constitute 22.21% and 
16.20% respectively of the State population. 
Besides, the welfare of the Socially and 
Educationally Backward Classes is also looked 
after by this Department, 


With a view to ensuring social as well as 
economic development of S.Ts., 21 I.T.D.A.s, 46 
MADAs, 14 Cluster Pockets, 17 Micro Projects and 
D.T.D.P. Programmes for the tribals residing outside 
the above projects are functioning in the State. 


Special Component Plan for the 
development S.Cs is being implemented in the 
State from the beginning of the Sixth Five Year 
Plan for the allround development of S.C.s. The 
Orissa Reservation of Vacancies in Posts and 
Services for S.C.s and S.T.s Act, 1975 has been 
enacted to ensure adequate representation of S.T.s 
and S.C.s. The percentage of reservation for S.T.s 
and S.C.s for initial appointment and Promotion for 
all category of posts is 22.50% and 16.25% 
respectively. Similarly in order to render social 
justice to the Socially and Educationally Backward 
Classes (S.E.B.C.s) the State Govt. have made 
27% reservation in the posts and Services for initial 
appointment. 


During the last three years i.e. 1995-96, 
1996-97 and 1997-98 (up to end of Jan'98) 158657
